point, . The equitable principle of bank- 
ruptey is that all the assets of a bankrupt 
shall be‘ equally divided amongst the 
creditors——and not be misappropriated, 
allowed to lie accumulating interest 
for the Government, or. be swallowed 
up. by one individual. By a refer- 
ence to the return referred to, it 
will bo seen. that the sum of $41,270.17 
appears opposite the word “ mis. 
appropriated ;” and as it is well kaown 
that not a cent of this is likely over to 
be refunded by the Governmont, it seema 
somewhat bard on-the- debt-paying por- 
tion of the-commanity that they should 
be favoured with so much monotonous 
maurderinga from the Bench upon the 
desirability of looking after their money. 
The business of those officials concerned 
in bankruptcy estates, when the money 
was not atolen, seems to hive been re- 
gardod oz ended so soon as the proceeds 
were réalized and paid into the Treasury. | 
Under this head the return'shows that 
‘as much as $6,450.04 now lies: in the Co- 
Jonial Treasury, undivided ; and as about 
six thousand dollars of this amount havo 
been in the hands of the Colonial Trea- 
surer for periods varying from sixteen to 
eleven years, the natural impression on 
the minds of creditors is to at once score 
off as hopeless all claims which have to 
be.obtained through the process of our 
bankruptey.Jaws. “In one estate, which 
was in a position to. be wound up in 
1872, a regular fire of applications has 
been kopt up on the part of the credit- 
ors for a settlement ; and to tais day the 
requests remain unattended to, and the 
money continues to bear interest payable 
to the Colonial Government. It must 
be ‘admitted.that the last few years in- 
cluded in the return show a much larger 
proportion of estates wound up than do 
the ten or twelve years of shameful mis- 
management which precededthem, But 
why should the fundsof estates that have 
remained open for twelve or fifteen years 
now continue to repose'in the Treasury ? 
Tt is fifteen months, or more, since the 
defalcations which astonished every one 
in Court and ont of it were exposed, and 
yet little or nothing of a practical nature 
towards inaugurating urgent reforms 
seems to have beon aa yet accomplish- 
ed. Asis too often the.case in this be- 
nighted Colony, the real practical remedy 
for grievance seems to be lost aight of 
so soon as the public indignation has 
cooled down, Who is ‘responsible for 
tho present state of things? Everything 
appeared: to point at one time to a 
thorough repair of the Court machinery 
upon the lines laid down by the Com- 
mission, which sat and reported so sen- 
aibly upon the whole subject. But 
what has been done? In accordance with 
the recommendations of the Commission- 
ers, have the -necessary “ Rules and 
Orders authorised by Ordinance 13 of 
1873” ever yet been framed } Has each 
officer been bound to find security in a 
sufficient sum% and has the duty of 
every officer been clearly defined to him 1 
Until these reforms be faithfully carried 
out, it was the opinion of the Com- 
missioners that there could “ be no hope 
of a satisfactory solution of the 
present difficulties and inconvenience

Ever since the learned Chief Justice 
last returned to his responsible duties, 
ho has made it a point to sneer at the 
Bankruptcy proceduré of this. Colony, 
and on evory available opportunity to 
hit-out at the unfortunate creditors for 
their all: sod disinclination to prove their 
claims. - Whether or not this-line of 
action owes ita origin in any measure to 
a conr ientious feeling on His Lordahip’s 
part that he was in some degree respon- 
sible for the loose way.in which these 
matters have been managed lately in the 
Hongkong Supreme Court, is probably 
not for us to say ; but there can be no 
question that the lamentations over the 
sins of creditors have recently been very 
prominent, while formerly the vials of 
the judicial wrath used to fall upon the 
bankrupts. Now, a glance through the 
Return of all Bankruptcios filed in Hong- 
kong during the last sixteen years, laid 
before the: Legislative Council, together 
with the remarks appended. thereto ‘ex- 
planatory of what has been done with 
the moneys recovered, is not an exercise 
at all likely to encourage créditors to 
place much faith in the present working 
of the Supreme Court. A more Jament- 
able document we have. never seen, and 
one reflecting leas credit upon the Colony 
can scarcely be conceived. As the Chief 
Justice remarked yesterday, “ What the 
use was of having a Bankruptey law here 
it was exceedingly” difficult to see.” In 
the face of the return in last Govern- 
ment Gazette, it must be admitted that 
in one sense at least—though in a sense 
very different to that suggested by the 
Judge—His ip'a observation. 
exceedingly welltined and. to the 


fromthe want~ in the Supreme 

Court of 2” ~The Com-| 
missioners also recommended that “the 
management of all estates’ coming into 
the hands of the Official Trusteo and 
Official Administrator and all accounts 
appertaining thereto should, under the 
supervision of those Officers, be conduct 
ed by the Accountant, It was apparent 
to the Commissioners, that there was a 
great want of care in the management 
and control of. these matters, in many 
instances involving losa to the parties 
interested.” If these recommendations 
had been earried out with any degreo of 
vigour, would not the present condition 
of bankrupt estates, as shown by the 
return in last Gazeite, have been more 
satisfactory than it is? This is a ques- 
tion which seems to us to require an 
anawer without further delay, 

We have. frequently listened to 
Chief Justice enlarging upon his. great 
knowledge of the practice of the Bank- 
ruptey Law, and how, through his 
acquaintance with Sir Knight Bruce, he 
had greater facilities than most men for 
acquiring thia knowledge ; but we fail to 
see in what’ manner all this has proved 
of advantage to this Colony. Whata 
grand test it would be of the Chief Jus 
tice’s knowledge, were he to advocate and 
assist in framing a suitable Bankraptoy 
‘Ordinance for this Colony, in ‘place of 
exhausting himeelf upon such questions 
as the “slaves,” which simply disturb 
thé Obinese community and amuse his 
Exeter Hall friends, s 

We have heard as a reason for the 
delay of a New Bankruptcy Ordinance 
that it was advisable to see whether, 
with o little cutting, the Bankraptey 
Act whe: passed in England could not 
be made to suit this Colony. But when 
will the English Act be passed, and 
what are we to do in the meantime? 
This is the pressing question of the 
honr, The game excuse, it may be re- 
membered, was set up by His.
